E l e c t o r a l C o lle g e s . 
A lbany. December 3d.—Tin* Presidential 
Electors m et this m orning and cast the vote 
of the State for Cleveland and H endricks. 
The Electoral Colleges of Georgia, A rkan­ 
sas. N orth Carolina. M innesota, Illinois, 
New H am pshire, Indiana and Ohio are all 
reported as having met and cast their !(al­ 
lots in accordance with the popular vote of 
their respective States. 
(SECOND DISPATCH.1 
N ew Y ork. December 3d.—Dispatches 
from all points state that, the Presidential 
Electors of the several States met to-day, 
cast their votes as directed l>v the people, 
and selected messengers to convey to W ash­ 
ington the result of the ballot. * 
T h e Stew art-H untington Case. 
N ew York. December 3d. 
T he re-trial 
of the Stew art-H untington case attracts 
m uch attention, and the proceedings are 
published in full in the principal pa;>ers. 
The Court-room was crowded. "Joseph II. 
('hoate represents the plaintiff. Beside hint 
at the lawyers' table sit General I.loyd As- 
pinwall and W illiam 1‘aton. who" have 
sim ilar suits on the calendar against H u n t­ 
ington. 
Francis N. Bangs and Iioscoe 
(Jonkling appear for the defendant. Stew­ 
art is a retired m erchant, 73 years old. 
In selecting the jury yesterday Choate 
subjected every man to searching questions. 
Ho wanted to know if any oi them had 
been mysteriously approached since they 
were sum m oned; if they knew H unting­ 
ton. Jay Gould, or Russell Sage; it they 
had read H untington's published works on 
“ How to Manage Congress:'' if they had 
ever served in Congress, or been interested 
in a construction company to build a rail­ 
road. On answers to these questions, he 
excused two of the jurors. 
Bangs, for defendant, said : “ In the opin­ 
ion of H untington's counsel, the questions 
of the learned gentleman arc an im perti­ 
nent attem pt to prejudice the jury before 
the case is before them ." 
Choate replied : 
" I had reason for ask­ 
ing you if you knew Gould or Sage. 
1 
knew the spirit of Freem asonry which pre­ 
vails am ong these money kings and rail­ 
road lords, of which the defendant is no­ 
toriously one. 
W hen justice strikes one it 
strikes all. 
They have an interest in pro­ 
tecting each other, so I was determined 
there should he no Jay Gould m en on this 
ju ry any more than H untington men. 
I 
tell you it is no easy m atter to get ju s:ice 
against such a power as is represented by 
that gentlem an (pointing to H untington, 
who sat eyeing him from beneath his skull 
cap), who sits in Court with a crown on Ins 
head, with 'he most persuasive eloquence 
and crafty skill yoked together to defend 
him .” 
• During the testim ony of Stewart yester­ 
day, he could not tell on the spur of the 
m om ent w hat year he retired from busi­ 
ness. 
“ Give him ten seconds,according to the 
Marquis of Quecnsberry rules,” suggested 
Conkling. 
“ H e's not that kind of a m an,” said 
Choate. 
The stock which he bought, witness said, 
was full paid, of the par value of $100. He 
paid par for the first fifty shares, $!h! for the 
second, $30 and par with the abatem ent of 
one per cent, for commission on the last 
100 shares. Stew art was sure H untington 
told him his stock had been cancelled in ­ 
stead of saying " transferred.” H untington 
offered him some of the new stock at $00. 
H e understood the new company had been 
formed, and the stock offered him was not 
the sam e as th at which he had sold. It was 
part of the issue of $100,000.000 capital, in­ 
stead of $2(),000,000, which was the capital 
on vhich the original stock was issued.

The original stock was 
of the Central Pacific Railroad of Califor­ 
nia, a company which had been absorbed 
by the Central Pacific Railroad Company. 
“ W hat made you sue Roland Stanford?” 
“ H e was one of the associates of H unt­ 
ington, who bought our stock for him self 
and his associates. Stanford entered into a 
contract w ith m e through H untington, 
who was one of the three partners. 
M ark 
H opkins and Charles Crocker were part­ 
ners in the transaction. 
For that reason 
they are made defendants. These four per­ 
sons formed the Contract and Finance 
Company. 
This com pany really bought 
our stock.” 
" W hen did you first find out that H unt­ 
ington, Stanford, Crocker and I! ¡(kins 
formed a Contract and Finance Company ?’’ 
" I can’t say when. 
My counsel got evi­ 
dence of it before this suit was begun. I be­ 
lieve H untington m ade a contract with me 
for him self and associates. 
1 did not know 
this when 1 sold the stock. A t that tim e I 
looked only to him as responsible t j me for 
the performance of his prom ise.” 
In the case this m orning,Thom as Payton 
testified that he bought 300 shares of Cen­ 
tral Pacific between 1SG.5 and LSOO. 
W it­ 
ness received from H untington for his share 
of stock $34,507, and had now pending 
against H untington a suit for the enhanced 
value of the stock, the am ount being $109,­ 
212. 
G eneral Grant’s Financial Condition. 
P h ila d e lp h ia , Dccembc-r 3d.—The Prc-s' 
W ashington special says: President A r­ 
th u r’s recommendation "that General Grant 
he given a life pension is said to have been 
brought about by the. presentation to him 
of the absolute necessities of the General's 
condition. 
The fund which was raised by 
w ealthy New York and Philadelphia gen­ 
tlemen, to he applied to his support, ap­ 
pears to have been almost exhausted by 
hail investments, and the guaranteed in ­ 
come, upon which everybody thought he 
would be able to live for the balance of his 
life, is likely soon to cease.

B loody a n d F a ta lB a ttlc B etw een E ditors. 
S t. Louts, December 3d.—News has been 
received from Vienna, the county seat of 
Maries county, of a bloody duel between 
John II. Diggs editor of the Maries County 
Courier, and Thomas M. W atkins, editor of 
the Maries County Herald. 
F or some tim e 
a bitter warfare has been waged in the col­ 
um ns of each paper, in which the most vio­ 
lent personalises were indulged in on both 
sides and finally culm inated in the killing 
of W atkins. In the last issue of the Herald 
W atkins denounced Diggs in the most in­ 
sulting terms. 
Diggs arm ed him self with 
a pistol and started in search of W atkins. 
The m en m et on the sidewalk in front of 
Goelke’s drug store. 
Said D iggs: “ You 
lying scoundrel, I've been looking for 
you." 
W atkins replied: “ Now you’ve got me, 
w hat do you want ?" 
“ I’ll show you," Diggs answered, at the 
sam e tim e attem pting to seize W atkins by 
the throat. 
The latter, however, jum ped back, and 
pulled out from behind bis neck a long 
bowie knife. W atkins, relying on his steel, 
at once assumed the offensive, but before 
reaching Diggs the latter drew a large cali­ 
ber pistol and tired two shots in quick suc­ 
cession. 
Both bullctsrpassed through W at­ 
kins' body, and lie fell to the sidewalk, the 
knife still in his grasp, and expired almost 
instantly. 
Diggs walked down the street to 
the Postoffice and surrendered him self to 
the Deputy Sheriff 
He claims that the 
shooting was in self-defense, and that tiie 
provocation was am ple. 
The affair has 
created intense excitement, and public sen­ 
tim ent is m uch divided.

SENATE. 
W ash in g to n . December 3d.—McPherson 
introduced a biil to suspend the coinage of 
silver dollars. It provides that on and after 
the juissage of the Act the coinage of silver 
dollars shall be suspended: that the Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury be directed not to re­ 
issue any United States notes of a denom ­ 
ination less than $5. and to destroy ail 
I nited States notes of less denom ination 
than $5, and also the engraving and print­ 
ing of all such notes. 
It authorizes the 
Secretary of the Treasury, upon the deposit 
of silver bullion in such sub-treasury as he 
shall designate, to issue to the depositors 
thereof silver certificates having upon their 
face the weight and m arket value of the 
m etals so deposited, calculated in United 
States gold dollars, at the rate of 25.S stand­ 
ard grains to the dollar. 
The Secretary is 
also authorized and required, on presenta­ 
tion of any silver certificates issued under 
the provisions of the Act by the legal hold­ 
ers thereof, to redeem the ¿une by deliver­ 
ing to depositors silver bullion of the 
weight and fineness certified upon the cer­ 
tificate, and to im m ediately cancel and de­ 
stroy such certificate. 
Vest's resolution of yesterday, calling for 
an investigation into’the leases made by 
the Indians on Indian territory was tnkeii 
up. An am endm ent was agreed to includ­ 
ing w ithin the scope of investigation the 
leases to lands in Indian reservations. 
Plum b defended the Secretary of the In­ 
terior against the criticisms made by Vest 
yesterday, and hoped the investigation now 
contem plated would result in the sugges­ 
tion of a plan which would reconcile the 
needs of the settlers and the Indians. The 
resolution was then agreed to. 
Several hills were introduced and re­ 
ferred. 
HOUSE. 
On motion of Cobh, the Senate am end­ 
m ents to the House bill forfeiting the un­ 
earned land grant of the A tlantic ar.il Pa­ 
cific Railway Company, was lion-concurred 
in. 
On motion of Randall, the House went 
into Committee of the W hole, Cox of New 
York in the chair, on the bill m aking tem ­ 
porary provision for the naval service. 
No am endm ent was offered to the bill 
and no discussion lead, Randall merely 
m aking a brief statem ent that the total ap­ 
propriation in support of the navy for the 
current fiscal year was $15,636,106,"a reduc­ 
tion of $258,263 from the appropriation of 
the previous year. 
The com m ittee rose and the hill was 
passed, and tiie House resumed considera­ 
tion of the interstate commerce bill. 
Seymour, a m em ber of the Committee on 
Commerce, supported the bill of the com­ 
m ittee. 
lie said Reagan's substitute was 
so strict as to interfere with the laws of 
t rade. 
Long, another m em ber of the committee, 
next addressed the House, affirming that 
legislation on the subject of interstate 
transportation was desirable and demanded; 
but the question should he discussed and 
considered with care. 
There was no sub­ 
ject at which an impassioned orator could 
lire his gun with a louder report for a 
sm all load of powder than the railroad 
system. 
H e favored the establishm ent of 
an Interstate Commission, which should 
have (lie supervision of interstate com­ 
merce. 
Peters cited instances of wrongs perpe­ 
trated by railroad companies upon the pro­ 
ducing classes of the country by unreason­ 
able charges for freight transjH»rtation, and 
declared that remedial legislation on the 
subject was im peratively demanded. Such 
rem edial legislation was contained in the 
provisions of the bill under consideration. 
H e strongly favored the Commission plan. 
At the conclusion of Peters’ rem arks, the 
subject went over until to-morrow. 
It was ordered that when the House ad­ 
journed to-morrow it he to meet on Mon­ 
day next. 
Adjourned.

N ew Y o rk . December 3d.—A World’s At­ 
lanta. Ga., special says; Last week the col­ 
ored preachers in A tlanta invited Governor 
McDaniel anil Senators Brown and Colquitt 
t» address them upon the issues of the day. 
A satisfactory meeting was held, but a few 
colored politicians took umbrage at the ac­ 
tion of the preachers, and succeeded in 
stirring up a ieeling that the preachers 
should not interfere with politics. The last 
two night have been rendered sensational 
by the rum ors that preachers Jones.

K. Shcrnierhorn, who joined the Episcopal 
Church a few days ago, w ithout gloves, lie 
say s: “ I cannot conceive how one who so 
recently passed through such a profound 
religious experience, could indulge in state­ 
m ents so reckless and misleading in regard 
to U nitarianism .” 
W endte charges that 
w ithin two years Scherm erliom lias been 
engaged in New York building up a Theis- 
tie Society on a far more radical basis then 
U nitarianism afforded hint, and that w ithin 
a year anil a half he had written to persons 
in tliis city declaring that lie had discarded 
his Christian nam e altogether, as too nar­ 
row for his faith.

The Truekee R-publiean, in reviewing 
the hydraulic mining decision of the Su­ 
preme ( 'onrt, is very much exercised over 
the “ pitiful ’’ condition—as it is pleased to 
term it—of the valley residents along the 
rivers. 
It declares with acrimony that 
their policy has been suicidal in stopping 
hydraulic mining, and pronounces the liti­ 
gation narrow-minded and fanatical. When 
the Courts of the land have decided that 
tire litigation is justified hy the principles 
of law and equity, this journalistic judg­ 
ment, which may he assumed to reflect the 
sentiment of the community where uttered, 
is, to say the least, unwise and ill-con­ 
ceived. 
We have had enough of crimina­ 
tion. 
The farmers acted in the line of 
self-preservation, and, we do not 
be­ 
lieve, with any feelings of resentment 
or cruelty. Some valley papers, it is true, 
have been so indiscreet as to indulge in in­ 
vective, which could have no j>ossible ef­ 
fect other than to hinder and delay a legal 
adjustment. Our mountain contemporary 
misconceives the aim of the valley. The 
people would l>e only too glad to welcome 
a system that would al>solutoly prevent in­ 
jury to mining interests, while at the same 
time absolutely and permanently prevent­ 
ing the destruction of the rivers and low 
lands. Obviously, unless this can lx> ar­ 
rived at, irreparable injury to the agricult­ 
ural section must not be countenanced. 
The Courts have uniformly hold that the 
right under which the farmers claim ex­ 
isted prior to the adoption or the use of 
water for mining by the hydraulic process. 
The Depublican at great, length, and very 
bitterly, dwells upon the danger to which 
the valley is now exposed by reason of the 
vast accumulation of mining debris in the 
river canyons below the mines, and which, 
it declares, in a tone that smacks of desire, 
by winter storm and spring freshet, will be 
eurtlv sent down upon us, working desola­ 
tion to farms, to rivers, and the burial of 
cities and towns, and against which no 
levee system can 
prevail. 
All 
which 
is heated exaggeration. 
We have always 
held and constantly ]H>inted out that these 
lower accumulations threatened the integ­ 
rity of the rivers. 
Hence our jierslstent 
demand that the Government 
of 
the 
United States should turn its attention to 
permanently barring the way to the de­ 
scent of these millions of tons of sand and 
gravel. This will Ix* done. 
It is entirely 
feasible. The Government will undertake 
the task, and it will accomplish it. 
It can­ 
not avoid its duty in this respect, and the 
earlier it enters upon it the easier the task. 
These deposit.-» will be held back and made 
immovable, la-coming solid earth once 
more. 
The great free highways will In­ 
preserved from destruction. 
We believe 
the time to be very near at hand when this 
will be done. 
Even the Republican admits 
its faith in the scheme, and declares that 
the valleys can he saved, but holds that 
the works which will be erected will inure 
to the benefit of hydraulic mining also, 
since, if they restrain the descent of 
debris, they will hold back the future 
washings of the mines. When that question 
comes up the mining section will have its 
contest with the Government. The sooner 
that issue is made the sooner all the j>os.si- 
bilities of this question will be determined. 
It is this view we have steadily held, be­ 
lieving that the Federal 
Government 
should !k> brought into direct interest in 
the matter. 
If the hydraulic-mining in­ 
terests propose to continue the industry on 
the basis of the retention of the debris by 
Government works to l>e erected, the sooner 
the question is determined the better. 
But there is no need to borrow trouble 
about the matter. 
It will be a serious 


enough issue when it arises. The Repub­ 
lican should not forget that no Court has 
as yet declared that hydraulic mining 
shall not be pursued. What the tribunals 
have decided is, that there must not be 
poured into the rivers or their tributaries, 
or the natural avenues of discharge into 
the streams, mining debris that will descend 
into the rivers. The question of continu­ 
ation, in the late decision of the Supreme 
Court was directly considered, and it was 
held that the decision of the Court did not 
go beyond enjoining the commision of a 
public nuisance, the Court saying: 
If it be possible to perm anently im pound tlie 
debris, etc., w hich th e Court perpetually en­ 
joins it from dum ping into the A m erican river, 
the defendant has th e right to adopt such m eans 
as m ay be w ithin its power for th a t purpose ; 
and the right to do so exists Independent o f the 
judgm ent, and m ay be exercised at all tim es, 
w ithout reference to it. T he j>erpetual injunc­ 
tion does not restrain the defendant from con­ 
ducting its business in a law ful m anner, and 
any m eans adopted to th a t end are lawful. 
As to the possibility of accomplishing 
this end, we rej>eat it is a matter that has 
been relegated to the future, and is one, 
we believe, that will first make an issue 
with the Federal Government, for that 
power will soon begin the work of preserv­ 
ing the rivers. When it does do so, if 
mining debris is sent down to the impair­ 
ment of that work, the Federal authorities 
will be as profoundly interested in the 
matter as are the people of the valley sec­ 
tions. 
But, two 
things 
have 
been 
definitely settled; that the navigable rivers 
shall not he destroyed by !>eing made the 
carriers of hydraulic mining debris, or 
their beds the depository for such matter ; 
and that the valley lands have a right, 
and must be protected by mandatory de­ 
crees of Court from injury by the physi­ 
cal results of hydraulic mining. 
There 
should be entertained no longer bitter feel­ 
ings because of this decree. 
It is the law 
of the land, it is right, and cannot be over­ 
thrown, and the duty of all good citizens is 
to acquiesce, make the best of the situa­ 
tion and cease to stir uj> strife and en­ 
kindle animosity. 
We know whereof we 
speak, when we aver that the valley citi­ 
zens of the State do not entertain em­ 
bittered feelings toward their fellow-citi- 
zens of the mountains. 


ITS BLUNDER. 


T he people have adopted the constitu­ 
tional amendm ent to Section 10, A rticle 
X I. 
T his sim ply struck out so much of 
the section as provided th at no public work 
should l>e done upon tire streets or levees 
of a city, the cost of w hich is chargeable 
upon private property, unless the money 
assessment is first collected and paid into 
the City Treasury. 
Upon this paragraph 
was founded the new street law, known as 
the Vrooman Act. 
T he constitutional 
provision practically put an end to street 
improvement. 
R eferring to this constitu­ 
tional provision, the San Francisco Bulletin 
says: 
It was intended in good faith to cure an evil 
of long standing—th a t is to say, th e difficulty 
som etim es experienced by street contrac tors iii 
collecting the m oney due them , by reason of 
some inform ality in the proceedings. But it was 
proved in this case, as iu m any others, th at the 
obvious is not alw ays the best rem edy, 
it was 
seen at once by those who prolm deeper in polit­ 
ical questions, th at the system , even if consist­ 
ent w ith tlie Federal Constitution, was not prac­ 
ticable, because the exact am ount of m oney re­ 
quired could in no case be determ ined before­ 
hand. T he effect was exactly w hat it was 
predicted it would be—street im provem ent at 
th e expense, of 
the adjacent property was 
brought to a stand-still in every eitv and town 
in tiie State w here th at principle is iu force. 
The Bulletin holds that, as the constitu­ 
tional substructure is now withdrawn, or 
will he so soon as the declaration of adop­ 
tion of the amendment is made, we are 
either left w ithout a street law, or else the 
old law is again in effect. 
It adds: 
The better and m ore general opinion is th a t 
our old street laws w ill at once com e into force. 
The case of the United States bankrupt law is 
quoted in the w ay of analogy. W hen th at 
enactm ent was passed by Congress it superseded 
o u r bankrupt law . B at w hen th e G eneral Gov- 
erm nent repealed its law, ours revived w ithout 
legislative assistance, in the case under consid­ 
eration, the Constitution modified our street 
law so as to require prepaym ent on certain 
classes of street work. That modification has 
been repealed, and it would, therefore, seem to 
follow th at our oid system is again in force, or, 
rather, w ill be, w hen the vote is declared. Any 
other construction w ill leave us w ithout any 
street laws at all. 
T he conclusion of our contem porary i* 
erroneous. 
How it can so sadly blunder in 
so plain a m atter of ordinary reasoning, 
passes comprehension. 
The Vrooman Act, 
by Section 36, repealed the o ld 'street laws 
absolutely. 
“All Acts and parts of Acts in 
conflict with any of the provisions of this 
Act are hereby repealed.” 
As a conse­ 
quence there was no knocking the un­ 
derpinning 
from 
the 
Vrooman 
Act. 
The t.-ettcr reasoning is th a t the Vrooman 
Act stands as an independent Act of the 
Legislature, and so far as it was w ithin the 
power of the Legislature to enact street 
laws not inhibited by the Constitution, it 
is still in force, 
it is not shown, nor do we 
think it can l>e, th at even hy the constitu­ 
tional amendment the Vrooman Act falls, 
since the legislation in th a t measure would 
have been competent w ithout the constitu­ 
tional provision. 
All th at has lrecn done, 
then, is to take away the necessity for the 
Vrooman Act, and it is now competent for 
the leg islatu re to give us a new street law 
th at will enablestreet work to goon. 
Tire 
parallel the Bulletin draws between the 
case of the 1 "nited States bankrupt law and 
our own, is not applicable. 
I t is not an 
analogous case. 
The N ational B ankrupt 
A ct suspended, but did not repeal the 
State insolvency law. 
W hen the Federal 
Act was withdrawn, the State Act came 
again into operation. 
In the present case 
the new street law repealed the old, and 
nothing but re-enactm ent can revivify it. 


G alt’s N ew C h u rch . 
T he new church of Galt, w hich was dedi­ 
cated on Sunday, the 2.ÍJ of November, is 
briefly described as follows by the Gazette: 
It has an auditorium IS feet long, 32 feet 
wide and 3 > feet high internally. The roof 
is constructed with open fram ing and is 
ceiled with 1‘uget Sound pine throughout. 
The principal rafters are molded and cham ­ 
fered, and finished on molded corbels, con­ 
tinued by pilasters to the top of tlu- wain­ 
scot, which is four feet high throughout. The 
walls and gables above the wainscot are 
plastered in brown m ortar. T he pulpit re­ 
cess i.- spacious and octagonal in ionn. and 
separated from the choir cham ber by a door­ 
way. T he vestry is placed to the left of the 
pulpit recess, and comm unicates therew ith 
a door. Tire ceiling of the pulpit recess is 
vaulted in plaster. Tire church is lighted 
by four windows on each side, of two 
lights each, except those occupying the last 
com partm ent next to the pulpit platform, 
which arc tnroe light, and finished inter­ 
nally and externally w ith transept gables. 
These latter windows are well suited for 
memorial purposes. One of them is al­ 
ready appropriated for th at purpose, with 
tltc probability that the other soon will be. 
The windows throughout are intended for 
lead quarries and stained glass in borders 
and heads, for w hich the contract is already 
made. The rear portion o f the auditorium 
is seated segmentally. The part next the 
pulpit platform is seated with chairs fcr 
Sunday-school, lecture and other purposes. 
The church is entered through wide doors 
and spacious porch above, from which rises 
a bell turret to the liight o f .84 feet to the 
top vane. The Interior wood work is var­ 
nished and the exterior is painted with 
three coats in two tints of olive green, with 
Ind-an-rcd sashes and doors. The general 
styi- of tire building is Gothic, and the 
wi.oie has been executed under tire carefu l 
supervision o f John Sawyer, and the work 
and m a te ria ls a p p e a r to be in every respect 
su b s ta n tia l and good. 
The structure cost $3,545 SO, a considera­ 
ble portion of which was contributed by 
citizens of this city. 


FOREIGN SHORES.

H is m a rc k S n u b b e d in th e R e ic h s ta g . 
B erlin, December 3d.—In the Reichstag 
to-day Dr. W indthorst having replied to 
Bismarck, the Chancelor continued his re­ 
m arks against Dr. W indthorst’s motion to 
repeal the law expelling priests, etc. 
Bis­ 
m arck declared that the freedom of the 
church was nowhere challenged, and that 
Prussia’s rejection of a papal candidate for 
the Bishopric of Posen was sim ply the exer­ 
cise of her sovereign rights, and was in 
accordance w ith treaties. 
Bismarck said 
he was rejoiced to hear D r.W indthorst state 
th at he was opposed to a parliam entary 
Government. If it were possible for the 
G overnm ent quietly to resign, and say to 
the majority, 
“ H ere are our portfolios; 
be good enough to continue the dispatch 
of public business,” m atters would be 
even worse than now. 
If a m ajority, con­ 
sisting of the Conservatives, the Center, 
w ith its adherents, the new German Libe­ 
rals and the Volkspartei, and the Social 
Democrats, had to reconstruct the Govern­ 
ment, the result would be a M inistry like 
that of England under Mr. Gladstone. 
H e 
predicted the breaking up of the Center 
party when the K ulturkam pf term inated, 
and its members would either join the pro­ 
gressive party or disappear. 
Bismarck 
continued by saying that lie was less con­ 
cerned about the struggle between church 
and state than Dr. W indthorst supposed. 
The iaw, he contended, was directed against 
political agitation, u rd not against religious 
liberty. Dr. W indthorst’s motion to repeal 
the law in question was passed—217 to 03— 
notw ithstanding the opposition of Bismarck. 
T lie F ren ch C ab in et C risis. 
P aris, December 3d.—The Cabinet Coun­ 
cil, begun at 9, term inated a t m idnight. At 
the urgent request of President Grevy, 
the other members of the M inistry, as well 
as W aldeck Rousseau, M inister of the In ­ 
terior, abandoned their intention of resign­ 
ing their portfolios. The Council, during 
tlie session, decided to resubm it tlie Sena­ 
torial reform bill to the Senate, and de­ 
m and the adoption of the scheme approved 
by tlie Commission of the Chamber of 
Deputies. Prim e M inister Ferry and M’al- 
deck Rousseau will explain their views 
to the Commission on Thursday. 
C hina am i F ra n ce. 
London, December 3d.—A Hongkong dis­ 
patch to the Times says it is believed here 
that China has determ ined to resist France. 
She will insist on her suzerain ¡y over Anani, 
and in her right to m aintain a Chinese 
garrison at strategic points in that country.

WINES AND W OE MAKING. 


SAN 
FRANCISCO 
ITEMS. 


On Sunday an unknow n woman com­ 
mitted suicide in tlie Brown House by al­ 
lowing the gas to escape in her room. 
A young m an believed to he Pietro Ji- 
monsen comm itted suicide near Laurel 
Hill Cemetery on Tuesday, by shooting 
him self through the head. 
Baptista Gallioni, an Italian frog-catcher, 
was found dead on Tuesday night in a 
sruali alley leading off Kearny street, with 
his head split open. H e had sold thirty 
dozen frogs at $2 40 a dozen, ami it is sup­ 
posed that lie was robbed ami murdered. 
Some sm all boys, w hile angling off East 
street w harf Tuesday afternoon, fished up 
a silver watch and chain. 
It had the ap­ 
pearance of having been submerged several 
years. 
It being dust and water-proof, the 
boys wound it up. and it im m ediately be­ 
gan to tick, although the face was too dirty 
for any one to observe the time. 
J. E. Groses, a young man of fam ily liv­ 
ing in Oakland, and employed as a clerk in 
the auditor’s departm ent of tire Central Pa­ 
cific Railroad, has got him self into a bad 
scrape, and now occupies a cell in the city 
prison, a charge of forgery standing against 
bis nam e on the prison register. The cause 
of Groses’ tr.mblc is not known, but it is 
attributed to fast life. He is accused of 
forging an indorsem ent to a note.

Tire P. M. S. 8. Zeaiandia arrived at San 
Francisco Tuesday, bringing dates to No­ 
vember 10th from A uckland and Sydney. 
Following are some oí tire more im portant 
items of new s: 
Tire brigantine Myrtle reached Auckland 
November 4th from Tonga, and reported 
the wrecks and total loss, w ith their car­ 
goes, of the barks Rcconnolssance and 
Elizabeth, and the schooners—one a three- 
m aster—-Smiling Morn and Ugatagitau, at 
the island. The M yrtle had on board the 
cr-'ws of three of the wrecked vesseis. 
Hereuiia, the great chief at M akau, is 
dead. 
It is understood the Governm ent intends 
stationing a body of armed constabulary at 
Makau. 
. 
Great damage is being done by grass­ 
hoppers in the northern districts of South 
Australia. 
A new disease is reported having broken 
out am ong the natives at V renin. 
It com­ 
mences by swelling of the head and under 
¡ the arm pits and the skin turning very red. 


P ro fesso r s H ilg a rd a n d R isin g U pon M ost 
A p p roved M eth od s. 
S an F rancisco, December 3d.—At the 
meeting of tlie Convention of Viticulturists 
yesterday afternoon, a binocular micro­ 
scope had been procured, through which a 
number of those present took the pains to 
look and discover what manner of unknown 
monsters find an abiding place in the dregs 
of the wine we drink ; that is, during the 
period of fermentation. It was an interest­ 
ing exhibition. 
Charles A. Wetmore read the report of 
the Committee on Resolutions, on the sub­ 
ject of the tariff necessary for the protection 
of local raisin producers" as follows : 
Petoh'al. T hat th e reduction o f the tariff on 
raisins caused, during th e last year, serious 
harm to California producers, and w ill, unless 
raised hereafter, under sim ilar circum stances, 
w henever the crop of Spain is greater th an the 
usual dem and, grievously affect the prosperity of 
California. 
Resolved, T hat the Raisin Comm‘ttee appointed 
at this Convention be requested to forward to 
tlie R epresentatives and Senators of this State 
in Congress a statem ent dem anding a tariff of 5 
cents per pound on im ported raisins of all grades, 
except currants and sultanas, on w hich the 
tariff should be 3 cents per pound. 
The report was adopted. 


PROCESS OF FERM ENTATION. 
Professor W. R. Rising of the State U ni­ 
versity read an interesting paper on fer­ 
m entation. 
H e dwelt ujion the difficulty 
of following the substance of the grape 
through all the changes of the process, and 
discover the reason for such a change, that 
lie m ay afterward be able, by proper com­ 
binations, to produce effects varying ac­ 
cording as he shall desire. The paper next 
referred to the great benefit to be derived 
also from the practical observations of 
grape-growers them selves. Too m uch in ­ 
formation on the subject could not be ob­ 
tained, even reports of failure being useful 
to the attainm ent of future success. 
Fer­ 
ments were present in alm ost all fruit 
juice, though not always in the same quan­ 
tity. Alcoholic ferm entation may be car­ 
ried on w ithin a wide range of heat, be­ 
tween 36 and 130 degrees. In the ferm enta­ 
tion of beer two ferm entations have long 
been recognized, a top and a bottom, the 
one taking place at a high and the other at 
a low degree of* tem perature. The same 
was the case in wine-m aking in regard to 
ferm entation. 
The speaker advocated that 
carried on a t a low tem perature, say 45°. 
This would not be as rapid as th at at say 90, 
but the m ost rapid ferm entation was by no 
m eans sure to produce the best results in 
the way of quality. To prevent the forma­ 
tion of acetic acid—vinegar—the complete 
exclusion of the air from tlie w ine was rec­ 
omm ended as the one necessary precau­ 
tion. \ 
DISEASES OF WINES. ETC. 
Subsequently Professor H ilgard was in ­ 
troduced to give his reports upon the same 
subject of fermentation and the diseases of 
wine. 
H e held that it was absolutely nec­ 
essary to preserve a uniform tem perature 
during the process of fermentation, and it 
was therefore advisable for tire wine to be 
contained in som ething different from a 
building w hich was nothing but a board 
shell, since in our climate the tem perature 
often varied forty degrees during tlie night. 
For the same reason he advocated the use 
of comparatively sm all tanks—say about 
2,000 gallons capacity—instead of the old- 
style 10,<X)0-gallon tank, as it was impossi­ 
ble to control the tem perature absolutely 
in one of such large size. 
In liis experi­ 
ments lie had never allowed the tem pera­ 
ture of his tanks to vary more than two 
degrees during fermentation. 
A bout 68 
degrees he m entioned as the proper heat. 
H e thought the best quality of wine was 
obtained by favoring in a moderate degree 
the access of air to tire “ m ust ” during fer­ 
m entation, though this should 
not be 
carried too far. The vinegar fly was 
denounced as a most annoying’ pest, 
and the 
necessity of 
preventing, 
by 
all 
possible 
means, 
the 
access 
of 
these 
insects to 
tlie 
wine 
was 
strongly urged. 
They seem to carry w ith 
them tlie acetic acid, "or vinegar spirit, and 
whenever they were allowed to approach 
wine in process of fermentation the deteri­ 
oration was sure to be rapid. Tlie keeping 
qualities of red wine were greatly improved 
by a daily agitation during fermentation, 
the color being also m uch ¡lightened by the 
same means. The speaker held that fer­ 
m entation at a high or irregular hanpcru- 
turc was a fruitful cause of m any of the 
diseases of wines. 
He had never found a 
sounder wine, however, than that made by 
Mr. Gonzales, of San Jose, which was pro­ 
duced under m ost reprehensible circum ­ 
stances, having been fermented in an open 
basement, m erely covered by latticework. 
Professor H ilgard instanced this as an ex­ 
ception, showing w hat sometimes happened 
in a favorable season in spite of the neglect 
of all proper precautions. H e strongly in­ 
veighed against any such methods being 
followed as a business. 
H e em phatically 
indorsed his colleague’s views as to tlie 
necessity of more substantial fermenting 
buildings being built and used. 
NOT YET PERFECT. 
The speaker said th at another prom inent 
source of disappointm ent in wine-making, 
regarding the quality of tlie product, was 
the neglect of sufficient care in picking the 
grapes. 
It was too com m only the custom 
to throw everything into the*press. w ith no 
regard to the quality of tlie fruit. 
Tire Pro­ 
fessor held that the wine made from Zin- 
fandel grapes was not yet perfect, since 
everyone who drank it for any length of 
tim e came finally to desire a change, which 
circumstance he held was a bad sign. 
Therefore one prom inent object of this in ­ 
vestigation in wine-m aking had been the 
desire to discover some system of blending 
the Zinfandel with other varieties, in order 
to further perfect th e flavor of tire wine. 
To those persons who were holding back 
from vineyard planting, through a lack of 
sufficiently positive knowledge as to which 
varieties were best calculated to resist the 
phylloxera, he offered the advice that they 
plant resistant vines, and, after a year or 
two. graft them w ith whatever kinds may 
by tbat tim e have been discovered to be 
least liable, to injury from the disease. 
Be­ 
fore closing Professor Hilgard, m reply to 
questions, stated th at he did not approve 
of false bottoms to hold th e pnrnaee up—the 
liquid running through—during tlie fer­ 
m entation, as they interfere w ith the hanil- 
ling of tire “ m ust.” 
H e advocatedagrated 
top, which would press the pomace to tire 
bottom, allowing the “ m ust” to come up. 
Care should be taken that the quantity of 
juice above tlie grate, and consequently ex­ 
posed to the air, should not be too small, as 
it is liable to become flat. 
EX PERI M ENTS—W INK VARI ETIES. 
Mr. W heeler, Secretary of the Viticnlt- 
ural 
Commission, was introduced, and 
road to tire Convention tlie report of the 
Experim ental 
Committee. 
This report 
was a formal anil particular statem ent of 
experim ents made and their results, with 
the m ethods pursued. 
Among the m any 
experiments noted were two, w hich were 
rather contradictory in their results—one 
seeming to prove th a t the accepted idea of 
the presence of pomace and stems assisting 
fermentation was erroneous, 
while the 
second resulted exactly to the contrary. 
This, however, was of course but an “acci­ 
dent of science.” 
■ 
F. Pohndorff, read a paper upon the var­ 
ious brands of wine m anufactured here and 
in Europe. 
H e considered that the m an 
who was engaged in the endeavor to pro­ 
duce a light wine, containing the cheering 
qualities also of the heavier red wines was 
a national benefactor. 
He had a high 
opinion of w hat he styled “ our noble Zin­ 
fandel,” but believed thut we possess other 
varieties of grapes capable of being made 
into wines equally as good. T hat made 
from the Chasselas and Riesling varieties 
could, he thought, be greatly improved and 
rendered nearly perfect to their kind by 
blending tlie fruit with some Frenah varie­ 
ties. The product of the sam e vine varies 
greatly in quality according to the nature 
of tire soil in w hich it grows. 
In Spain, 
tire wine produced from grapes grown in 
calciferous soil brings twice w hat the same 
brand can be sold for when the vine from 
whicli the grapes have been picked is grow­ 
ing in sandy soil. 
Mr. Pohndorff was of 
the opinion that we possess here in Cali­ 
fornia a num ber of varieties of grapes from 
which tine brands of port wine can be 
m anufactured, wine which will compare 
favorably w ith any oí the wines of Portu­ 
gal. 
BEST K IND OF ORAI’ES, ETC. 
Mr. Wetuiore addressed the meeting upon 
the choice in varieties of grapes to be 
planted. People were running wild over 
popular varieties. 
The immense acreage 
already planted in Zinfandel was an in­ 
stance—not that the speaker objected to 
Zinfandel. Grape-raising was carried on 
under difficulties in Europe, there being 
bad and good years, the former, as a gen­ 
eral thing, predominating. The European 
product ripened irregularly, some grapes 
being fully matured while others upon the 
samé bunch were yet green. The same 
difficulties were met with, in a less degree, 
in California. From the difficulty ot se­ 
curing uniform results year hy year arose 
much of the unsatisfactory results of viti- 
cultural experiments. The speaker then 
took up the subject of fermentation. He 
agreed with remarks already made during 
the session, that a substantial and well- 
built cellar was the proper place for fermen­ 
tation to be carried on in, but was assured 
that this could not be done by the majority 


of California wine-makers. The question 
of cost interfered; hence we must do the 
best we can. If the fermenting “ must” 
cannot be kept sufficiently warm by exter­ 
nal means, treat it as men treat themselves 
when cold and without an overcoat—i. e., 
use an internal application; not of beef­ 
steak, or other similar substance, but yeast- 
germ, which, starting up the fermentation 
quickly, would produce tlie necessary de-! 
gree of temperature. He gave instances I 
where experiments with the yeast applica­ 
tion had produced much better results than 
by applying external heat. 


GENERAL STATEMENTS. 
Inclosing, Mr. Wetmore stated liis be­ 
lief tbat the finest qualities of wine were 
made by small producers. The owner of 
the large public winery, being compelled to 
buy and use grapes regardless, in a degree 
at least, of their condition, cannot, in the 
nature of things, look for the same results 
attainable by the private manufacturer. 
He therefore advised the teaching of the 
producers generally to make their own 
wine. 
Mr. I’ortal, of Santa Clara, thought that 
imperfect fermentation arose in some in­ 
stances from want of care in picking. 
Grapes taken from the vine cold, put in 
boxes, and afterward crushed before be­ 
coming warm, would not ferment easily, 
and if helped on by artificial means the re­ 
sult was not likely to be satisfactory. This, 
at least, was bis own experience. He de­ 
clared his belief tbat in wine-making 
almost everything depended upon perfect 
fermentation.

T h e E le c to ra l C ollege. 
The Republican Presidential Electors, in 
compliance with law, met in the Supreme 
Court-room of the State Capitol at 2 r. m. 
yesterday. 
There were present, Henry 
Edgerton, Alvah R. Conklin, ( liarles I . 
Reed, Horace Davis‘Marcus H. Hecht and 
Chester Rowell. The absent members of 
the College were James D. Byers and John 
B. Reddick. The lists certifying who was 
elected, duly signed by the Governor and 
Secretary of State, with the seal attached, 
was laid before them. Henry Edgerton 
called the meeting to order, and nominated 
for Chairman Hon. A. L. Conklin, who was 
unanimously 
elected. 
On motion ^ of 
Horace Adams, Marcus JL Hecht, of San 
Francisco, was elected Secretary. 
The meeting then proceeded to fill the 
two vacancies. 
Henry Edgerton moved 
that thev proceed bv ballot, and that Hon. 
A. P. Ca'tlin, of Sacramento, be named an 
Elector in the place of J. B. Reddick. 
Charles F. Reed handed a letter and tele­ 
gram to the Secretary, and asked that they 
be read. 
Both of the communications 
were dated at San Andreas, were from Mr. 
Reddick and addressed to W. A. Anderson. 
They stated that lie (Reddick) was busily 
engaged in a murder trial, could not possi­ 
bly be present and asked Mr. Anderson to 
serve in his place. 
. 
The Chairman asked Mr. Reed if he 
placed Mr. Anderson in nomination. Mr. 
Reed replied, “ No, sir. 
I handed those 
communications in hv request.” A voté 
was then taken, and Mr. Catxin unani­ 
mously elected. 
To fill the vacancy caused by the absence 
of Mr. Byers, Mr. Edgerton said he desired 
to place in nomination a young man who 
was a stanch and true Republican, and 
named Robert T. Devlin, of this city. Mr. 
Reed placed in nomination W. A. Ander­ 
son. The result of the ballot was—Devlin 
4, Anderson 3. Mr. Devlin was declared 
elected and took his seat with the other 
members. 
The organization being completed, the 
Electors proceeded to vote for the President 
of the United States. Eight votes were cast, 
and each read as follows: "F or President 
of the United States, James G. Blaine, of 
Maine.” 
The ballot for Vice-President consisted 
of the same number of votes, the ballots 
reading. " For Vice-President of the United 
States. John A. Logan, of Illinois.” 
The next duty of the meeting was the se­ 
lection of a messenger to carry the returns 
to the President of the United States Sen­ 
ate. Horace Adams placed in nomination 
for that place the Hon. Henry Edgerton, 
who was unanimously elected. 
In announcing the "result of the vote, the 
Chairman said that Mr. Edgerton was se­ 
lected to convey the information to the 
President of the United States Senate that 
the Republicans of California had re­ 
deemed the pledge made by them at the 
Chicago Convention—“that the vote of the 
Golden State would be cast for James G. 
Blaine.” 
The returns were then made up in tripli­ 
cate form. One was deposited in the Post­ 
office, addressed to the President of the 
Senate; one delivered1 to the United States 
Judge at San Francisco, and the other given 
to the messenger. 


N o v e m b e r W e a th e r . 
The following comparisons of the weather 
during November, from 1879 to 1884, show 
the past month to have been one of an ex­ 
ception in its character, there being no 
rainfall and the temperature being consid­ 
erably higher than usual for November. 
This is the second time in thirty-five years 
that no rain has fallen during November to 
an appreciable amount. There was a slight 
sprinkle in 1850, and none during the past 
month. The last dry season was 1876-7, 
when hut 8.96 inches was precipitated, the 
most of that falling during October, 1876, 
and January and February, 1877. None 
whatever fell 
during 
December, 1876. 
Therefore the present season so far may he 
looked upon as one of a remarkable occur­ 
rence, even fora State like California, whose 
citizens are used to occurrences remark­ 
able. The past month was the warmest 
since 1378, when the mean temperature 
was the same as the past month. The 
warmest November since 1853 was in 1873, 
when its mean temperature reached as high 
as 57.5, while in 1378 it was 55.5 and last 
month 55.3. The mean temperature and 
total rainfall for last month (November), 
at each Signal Service station along the 
Pacific slope, was as follows; Olympia, 
mean temperature, 47°; total rainfall, 1.40 
inches. 
Portland, 47°, and 3.20 inches; 
Fort Canby, 51°, and 5 inches; Roseburg. 
—, anil .80* of an inch; Red Bluff. 55°, anil 
no rainfall; Sacramento, 55°, and no rain­ 
fall ; San Francisco, 56°, and .30 of an inch; 
Los Angeles, 60°, and 1.10 inches; San 
Diego, 58°, and .10 of ari inch. Accompa­ 
nying this report is a brief summary of the 
weather at Sacramento during November,

Yesterday workmen were engaged in low­ 
ering the last two or three lengths of pipe 
laid, and which, owing to the bight of the 
water at that time, could not be placed on 
a level with the line. It is believed that 
about one foot more of the water in the 
slough will be drained off. 
J. Adams’ “ big mare,” which made such 
phenomenal time at a short distance race 
in this city last year, and beat Little Alp 
more recently, is matched for a half-mile 
race against the wagon mare Blue Mount­ 
ain Belle, to take place at Oakland this 
afternoon, when, if both horses are tit, the 
contest should be such as to lower the rec­ 
ords. 
Belle ran two half-mile heats at 
Santa Rosa three months ago in 48 and 49 
seconds. 
The Coroner’s jury impaneled at Wood­ 
land to investigate as to the cause of death 
of W illiam Mansfield, the horsethief, who 
died in the County Jail at that place .Mon­ 
day morning, reported ; “ We find that the 
deceased was named William Mansfield; 
was a native of New York, aged about 35 
years; that becam e to his death from a 
gunshot wound inflicted at the hands of 
one Smith, a Deputy Sheriff of Lake 
county ; that at the time of firing said shot 
the said Smith was endeavoring to arrest 
the said Mansfield fora felony; that said 
Mansfield resistecL that the shooting was 
justifiable, and mat we 
exonerate said 
Smith from all blame.” 
The Chinese “ Flee Masons ” are making 
as much of a demonstration against the 
devil as the “ regulars” did a few weeks 
ago. Their temporary temple, at Fifth and 
I streets, contains a greater number of 
small figures, arranged in tableaux, than 
have been exhibited here before, many of 
them being brought from San Francisco, 
and there are the usual number of big and 
little devils, thoroughbreds, roadsters, and 
devils of all work. Adjoining the “ tem­ 
p le” is an establishment fitted up as a 
restaurant, where subscribers from abroad 
to the expense fund are made at home dur­ 
ing their visit to the city. It seems to he 
well patronized at an times. 
The case of J. M. Bottomley vs. A. Mciss. 
on appeal from a Justice's Court, where 
plaintiff got $299 damages, has occupied 
the attention of a jury in Department One 
of fixe Superior Court during the past two 
days, and was finished last evening, when 
a verdict in favor of defendant was ren­ 
dered. It will be remembered that last 
winter the delivery wagon lxorso of the Bee 
Hive Grocery ran away on K street, be­ 
tween Seventh and Eighth, and collided 
with Bottomley’s vehicle, causing him to 
be thrown out and injured. As it was al­ 
leged that the runaway horse hail been 
frightened in consequence of a sprinkling- 
cari belonging to Mr. Mciss striking the 
vehicle to which the grocery horse was at­ 
tached. Bottomley sued Meiss, instead of 
the proprietor of the grocery, obtaining 
judgment before a Justice, but being beaten 
on appeal.

The coupons 
are for fare, via Bloomer Railroad, from 
Belva Dear to Spoonville; via Cockeye 
route from Spoonville to St. Johns ; via 
Cold Water Railroad from St. Johns to 
Logansport; via High Tariff Line from 
Logansport to Blaincvillc; via Salt River 
steamer from Blaineville to Headwater 
Springs. 


A N ew K in d o f I n c u b a to r .—“ Down in 
Long valley on the Farley ranch there is a 
lame warm spring which is utilized in a 
novel manner in the hatching of chickens. 
A large box is placed in the waters of the 
spring and into Ibis box are placed the 
number of eggs desired to be hatched. 
The water is of just sufficient temperature 
to make a perfect natural incubator and 
being of 
a uniform 
degree of heat, 
requires but little attention, and the eggs 
are hatched with better results than can be 
done by any old hen. It is certainly a 
curious method, but it beats all the patent 
incubators ever invented.” A Sacramento 
gentleman reading the above, which was 
taken from the Nevada Ktate Journal, says 
he knows a man who can sec the Long 
valley man and go him one better. A man 
by the name of Perkins, in Pine vallav, 
Eureka county. Nevada, has on his place a 
spring, the waters of which are of a similar 
temperature to that of the Long valley 
man. 
Perkins one day conceived the 
brilliant idea of turning the spring to use 
as an incubator. He deposited ti tty chicken 
eggs m the spring one day—not m a box, 
hut loosely. He then went across the 
mountains’and was gone just three weeks. 
On his return, he thought of his chicken 
eggs, hut at the same time it flashed across 
his mind that, being chickens, they would 
drown. However, he saddled up his horse 
and rode out to his incubator. Imagine 
his surprise when on arriving there lie 
beheld fiftv voting ducks, of an entirely 
new breed, two days old, swimming around 
the spring.

Avhen Arthur fell in a hole 
about two feet deep and did not rise again. 
Fitzpatrick became frightened, and ran to 
his home, close by.

he AA'ent to the body and covered it Avitli 
the sand. 
An examination of the body to­ 
night sltoAvs tlmt the neck is probably 
broken. 
An autopsy Arill be held to­ 
morrow.

About Sorglium liaising. 
E ds. R ecord-U n io n :—I saw an item in 
yesterday’s W e e k l y U n io n — ‘‘Car, We 
Raise Sorghum?"—and 
that 
Professor 
W iley will be here to investigate climate 
and soil. 
This is a matter that has been 
under discussion and 
consideration by 
parties interested in the dcA'elopmcnt of 
the agricultural resources of northern Cali­ 
fornia, and the slight experiments that 
have been made and the knowledge and 
experience I have had and obtained in the 
matter may be of some aid in such investi­ 
gation. 
I haA'e planted amber cane at 
different times, as a matter of experiment, 
for a forage plant, and do no* hesitate to 
say that it can be grown on the red lands 
of the foot-hills Aviilt perfect success. 
It 
will stand more drought, or grow with less 
Avater, than any other plant of the sorghum 
family. Of tiiis 1 lutA'e had abundant 
proof. Again, it is a well-known fact to 
fruit-growers and dealers that rite red lands 
produce a sweeter and richer fruit than the 
low, alluvial or sandy lauds. 
I claim that 
the same Avill hold good in regard to all 
plants producing any great amount of 
saccharine matter, and particularly So Avith 
the sorghum. 
A sample of one quart of 
the juice crudely boiled down produced 
about a tea-cup of crude sugar. 
The experiment aviis made by a man avIio 
had worked at the business considerably in 
Kansas, and he says that he never saw any­ 
thing in the East to equal it. 
The fact is, 
our long, warm summers seem to he one 
of the very essentials of success. 
We can 
commence to plant the last of March, and 
of the quick-growing varieties a succession 
of planting may be kept up for two months 
or more, giving the same length of tim e for 
Avorking the crop in the full with no fear 
of rain or frost to interfere with successful 
handling. 
Parties that have had expe­ 
rience in the East say that this climate 
must be the very best for the growth and 
manipulation. The peculiar exemption of 
the loAver foothills from early and late 
frosts, giving great length of season, and 
the great tendency of thered soil to pro­ 
duce saccharine matter, would seem to in­ 
dicate that this will he one of our leading 
industries in the near future, and particu­ 
larly o f small farmers ill the foothill region, 
where Avater may he had for irrigation. 
I 
am very glad that the matter is to be in­ 
vestigated. 
Now that we are seeking immigrants to 
settle these sparsely settled districts, and 
with their labor help deA'elop our resources, 
we should endeavor to open new industries 
for profitable employment, and to the end 
that Ave may have a more diversified pro­ 
duction. Sorghum growing will undoubt­ 
edly be one of those industries that will he 
adapted alike to the large holder or to the 
joint ellort of small holders, as it may be 
worked oil the factory plan, and the returns 
avill be ample and immediate. 
I learn that G. Seiber, proprietor of the 
Marysville winery and distillery, and who 
owns a ranch on Feather river, proposes to 
plant quite a tract o f the cane next year. 
H e leaves for Europe in about one week, 
and will make a study of the matter there. 
He thinks he may be able to work the crop 
with the machinery at his distillery, or at 
least until he can conduct practical experi­ 
ments. 
If Professor Wiley will give the 
subject in this vicinity a little of his per­ 
sona! attention, it will he of great value in 
starting the enterprise in a right direction.
